when Mr Justice Gould (sitting

the Far Enstern Air Transport 

Incorporated, v6 

Costs were awarded the ap- 

pellants. 

The appellants were represented 
by the Hon. Leo d'Almadn, KC, in- 
structed by Mr F. 1. Zimmern any 
the respondents by Mr H. G.. Shel- 
don, KC, Instructed by Mr E. S, C. 
Brooks, 

The plainttifs originally clatmed 
$187,072, The action was for breach 
of contract, and damages were ns- 
sessed by Mr Justice Willinms 
March 6, 

The judgment read: 

This is an appeal against the quan- 
tum of damoger awarded tn respect 
of the wrongful repudiation of a 
contract of agency by the principals 
therein. The agency was In respect 
of the Hongkong business of the 
passenger air line known as FEATI 
and It ds agreed that the damages to 
be awarded should be the estimated | 
earnings of the agents for the year 
1947, based on a commission of 5 
Percent of the recelpts from out- 
golng passengers and freight. From. 
the known curnings of the agency 
in respect of the Inst four months of 
1946 and from a comparison of air 
trafic Nyures In the Colony for that 
period with the known figures for 
1947, the plaintiffs estimate that the 
Gross receipts for 1047 would have 
been $186,000. (At. one stare the 
Plaintiffs submitted na larger estl- 
mate of over $230,000 upon n basis 
- which js, however, quite untennbic), 
The defendants’ estimates {s $175,- 
000, From these amounts there 
Jz a deduction of $43,000 which 
the plaintiffs consider would have 
been in fact somewhat more than 
thelr expenses for the second 
half of the year 1047, bringing these 
respective estimates down to 
$143,000 and $132,000. The amount 
of the actual award was $145,000 
and If nothing further was to be 
considered this Court | would not, 
Jn the Nght of the principles * goy- 
erning appeals of this nature, Inter- 
fere with that judgment. But. the 
defendants urge that a further sub- 
stantial deduction must be made by 
reason of the general reduction of 
fares from carly -In 1947. On this 
account they claim a further dedue- 

- ton of one-third of the estimated 

Gross receipts (less freight receipts) 

which, if allowed, would bring thelr 

own estimate down to about $76°000. 


REDUCTION IN FARES 
If this Inst deduction is a proper 
one, it Is plain that the sum ‘of 
$145,000 Is considerably more than 
should have been allowed, unless it 
is right to take into consideration 
the fact that upon the correspon- 
dence it appenred almost certain 
that the rate of commission payable 
would have been ralsed before the 
end of the year. Somewhat similar 
principles were involved In the case 
of Golder's Green Co. ¥. Relph, 
1915 31 T.L.R. +343 but there the 
-hew -arrangement-had-actually~ been 
put Into effect while-here it was 
merely an inchoate agreement to do 
something - at an indeterminate 
future date for the doing of which 
yo local obligation existed. Upon 
consideration, the Court is of the 
‘opinion that Counsel for the plain- 
tiffs wos right in not relying on this 
aspect of the matter. It appears 
incontrovertible therefore that an 
allowance must be made for the re-- 
duction’ in fares. From the file of 
correspondence however, It appears 
that the reductlon did not take 
Place until late ‘in = March-vide 
plaintiffs’ letter of March 20 and 
letter of March 29 from the Manila 
3 Office of FEATI. This is confirmed 
by reference to daily papers where

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Closing Addresses In

THE MAIN POINT 


In his address to the Jury, Mr

It was extremely .un- 
Ukely that the Police officers who 
had given evidence jn the case, 
all officers «with many years of 
experience, would jeopardise their 
careers in order to bring false evid- 
wenee against: the accused. 

Referring to Ross’ subsequent de- 
claration, following the Identifi- 
eation parade *at. which he 
failed to pick out anyone, that 
he thought the second accused re- 
sembled one of the men who _at- 
tacked him, Counsel argued that 
however bitter Ross might feel 
over the loss of his friend, he would 
not allow the bitterness to the over- 
ride his intelligence. 

Speaking of the statement made 
by the third accused, Mr Lonsdale 
soid there was on unequivocal oad- 
mission that he was present at the 
crime. It was, however, not a con- 
fession but an exculpation. 

Counsel suggested that all three 
accused were present at the robbery 
which was followed immediately 
by violence, He submitted that all 
persons aiding and abetting jn the 
crime, whether they actually com- 
mitted it er not, -were equally 
guilty. 


"_” DEFENCE PLEADING, 


For the defence, Mr Wright. de- 
clared that the burden was not on 
the accused to prove their Innocence, 
but on the prosccution to prove its 
case to the Jury's satisfactlon. Re- 
ferring to the statements, he asked 
what weight ‘should be attached to 
them. In considering them, they 
had to take into ‘account .all the 
circumstances of the case, Including 
the statements of the accused when 
the admissibility of thd statements 
was being thrashed: out. -° - :

Referring to the evidence of the 
accused that they had been conched 
in their statements, Mr Wright sald 
the Jury had seen the accused in 
the witness-box and there was no 
doubt that they were dull-witted 
Persons and illiterate, nnd not the 
type who could make up statements 
in the manner produced. The Jury, 
he submitted, were not entitled on 
those confessions ‘to draw the in- 
ference that each of the accused 
were present at the crime. 


GROUNDS FOR ACQUITTAL 


There was,the strongest grounds 
for acquitting ‘the third accused, 
He was not iden- 
tifled, and the alibi he had put up 
Was one he had maintained from 
the first. He had stuck to the story 
that he spent the afternoon of 
February 11 with @ friend, not only 
at the time of his arrest, but also 
jn the committal proceedings in the 
Lower Court and before the, Jury. 
His employer, moreover, had testl- 
fled that he was given two days 
holiday on February 10-11, and it 
was unlikely that he would have 
taken another day's leave without 


permission. --Though - third - accused's . 


friend had stated in evidence tbat 
the accused had spent the afternoon 
of Februnry 12 with him, Counsel 
submitted that the date was actually 
February 11. r : 


Counsel also referred to the time 
factor, From the evidence the crime 
had been committed some time 
oround 4 p.m, and it was utterly. im- 
possible, in his submisston, for the 
third accused to get from the -scene 
to The Penk by 6 p.m. when he was 
seen returning to the house by his 
employer, 


Dealing with the frst accusea, 
Counsel argued that it was Incon- 
veivable that he could have made the 
statement attributed to him, and 
submitted that the Jury could not 
uttach any weight to ft. 


As for the second accused, Ross’ 
Identification of -him was not con- 
elusive. There was not that degree 
of definiteness required in a serious 
matter of the present nature, Coun- 
sel contended. 


The case presented by the prose- 
cutlon left many gaps and uncer- 
talnties, declared Mr Wright. Tak- 
ing various factors into considera- 
tion; he submitted that the Jury must 
come to the conclusion that the 
Crown had not brought sufficiently 
positive evidence to satisfy them 
beyond‘ doubt of the gullt of the 
three accused.

Hon D. F. Landalo’s 
Comments 

In the course of his speech at 
the ‘Annual Meeting of | the 
Indo-China Steam Navigation 
Co., Ltd., held at Messrs Jar- 
dine’s office today, the 
Chairman, Hon. D. F. Landale 
spoke of some of the difficulties 
with which present day ship- 
ping companies are faced.
